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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I- claims 1 -3 in the reply filed on 
7/25/2008 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 4-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 33, 
in line 9 "262" is used to describe both the front upper lower-side bracket and the lower 
arm. Additionally, on page 37, line 15 the specification states that "the folded-back 
portions 235, 235 and the bracket plate portions 236a, 236b are made to oppositely 
face each other via the given space portions S2, S2, respectively". This is an inaccurate 
description of the invention because as seen in Figure 17a, portions 235 and 236a or 
236b don't face each other at all, they are orthogonal to each other. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 3, line 12 recites that the folded-back portions "...are 
folded back from the front and rear bracket plate portions". This language unclearly 
describes the invention. As disclosed on page 36, line 17 and shown in Figure 17a, the 
lower plate is folded back. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kunert et al. 
(US 6,51 1 ,096 B1 .) Kunert et al. teaches a vehicle subframe including a pair of left and 
right longitudinal members (2,3) each having a body mount portion (for instance 19-22) 
and a mount portion (9 or 10) on which a suspension arm is mounted. Also taught is a 
tubular cross member (5) that is recessed continuously (37) over a longitudinal direction 
thereof. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Christophliemke et al. (US 2002/0105159 A1.) Christophliemke et al. teaches a vehicle 
subframe including a pair of left and right longitudinal members (2,3) each having a 
body mount portion (5) and a mount portion on which a suspension arm (6) is mounted. 
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Also taught is a tubular cross member (4) that is recessed continuously (see Figure 2) 
over a longitudinal direction thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 2 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ueno et al., Kamel et al, Frasch et al., Griffiths et al., and Herzig 
teach vehicle subframes of interest.
